gross surpluses amounting to £2,640 (as 


compared with cight synagogues totalling

ing amounting to £3,386

£2,658 in 1955). Towards the total 
deficits of £3,386, amounts totalling £468 
were made available from local funds 
estes of the synagogues concerned 
(£222 from two in 1955) leaving a balance 
of £2,918 to be provided from the 
District Synagogues Contingency Fund 
(as compared with £2,463 in 1955). 


Policy of Expansion 


There might be many reasons why more 
and more people were joining the United 
Synagogue, said Mr. Rossdale. One was 
that the original conception of the 
United Synagogue, as put forward by 
their great leaders 87 years ago, was 
now widely accepied. More and more 
people recognised that membership of 
the United Synagogue had greaier impli- 
cations than merely a seat in a synagogue. 
They had come to accept the fact that 
for the continued existence and well- 
being of an organised Kehilla, such as 
the Méetropolitan Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity was recognised to be, it was 
essential that the cost of their synagogue 
membership shquld include direct. pro- 
vision for education, for a Chief 
Rabbinate, for a Beth Din, for visitation 
of the sick, for welfare work. and <o on 
Another reason, and one which was 
gaming wider and wider acceptance, was 
that the religious standpoint of the 
United Synagogue. with the Chief Rabbi 
as its religious authority, was the 
strongest possible buttress against 
religious apathy and the drift away from 
traditional Judaism They were com- 
mitted to continue the policy of expan- 
sion of the United Synagogue by the 
trust resposed m them by thei. pre- 
decessors, but to carry out such a policy 
on an ever-growing scale needed more 
and more Men and women prepared to 
give unstintingly of their time and ability 
to the work involved. Too many of 
their membcrs took the United Syna- 
gogue for eranied: they could only 
susiam their great imstitution if their 
members were so aware of its Importance 
m terms of adherence to traditional 
Judaism alone that many of them could 
be persuaded to devote themselves and 
whatever talents they possessed to its 
service. 

The Presidem,. who congratulated Mr 
Rossdale on his budect speech, dealt 
with the question of the imerease in 
charges for local requirements and also 
urged economy. He said that they had 
on their programme £1,500,000 worth 
of new building projects. In the old 
days, when building was cheaper. he 
said, people could build beautiful 
synagogue on which the capital charges 
were hot Oulrageous. Now when they 
built a beautiful new synagogue it was 
almost impossible for the synagogue to 
exist and pay off the amount pul ito iis 
burlding. 


The Beth Din Vacancy 


In connection with the Beth Hame- 
drash and Beth Din Account, Mr. J. 
Mendel recalled that about two vears 
ago he had raised the question. of ihe 
appointment of a successor to Dayan 
Abramsky. No. financial provision, he 
pointed out, had been made in. the esti- 
mates for the appormiment of such a 

The President assured Mr. Mendel 
that they were doing all they could in 
the matter and that the Chief Rabbi was 
guite satished with the steps they were 
taking to deal with nt. But they could 
not rush such things. 

Mr. Montagu referred with regret to 
the: resignation. from the posinon of 
Joint Treasurer of Mr. Maurice Hyams 
to whom he paid tribute. Mr. Montagu 
dispelled rumours that Mr. Hyams 
had resiened. because of a dispute among 
the Hon. Officers. Mr. Hyams, he said, 
had never had «a dispute wh his 
colleagues. He was now recuperating 
from his arduous work as an individual 
and an Hon. Officer. and they wished 
him a speedy recovery

GUARDIANS’ PLAN 
FOR CENTENARY 


£500,000 Appeal to be 
Launched 


By .a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An appeal to the community for 
£500,000 is to be launched by the 
Jewish Board of Guardians in 1959, 
the centenary of the foundation of 
the Board. This was announced at 
the annual meeting of contributors, 
over which Mr. Ellis A, Franklin, 
O.B.E. (Chairman of the Executive 
Committee), presided at the Adolph 
Tuck Hall, Woburn House. on 
Tuesday. 


Presenting the accounts, Mr. I. W. 
Goldberg, Joint Treasurer, said that 
the Board's expenditure for the past year 
was £250,000. This sum was, however, 
not large when they took into considera- 
tion the magnitude of the work which 
the Board was doing. Their income 
for 1956 was some £206,000 and there 
was a deficit of £43,000. 


In two years’ time the Board would 
celebrate us centenary, and i was 
proposed that they should raise 
£500,000 from the community. He 
hoped that they would help them not 
only to increase their subscriptions and 
donations and to obtain new subscribers, 
but that they would make a = special 
effort to ensure the success of the Cen- 
tenary Appeal. 


Presentation of Cheques 


Mr. J. Langsman, of the Sportsman's 
Aid Society, presented a cheque tor 
£1,000, the second instalment towards 
the £5.04) which the Society has pro- 
mised for Tudor House. Mrs. M. Stern 
presented a cheque for £2,250 on behalf 
of the Thrift Shop  Commitice Mrs. 
Stewart Cohen. on behalf of the 
Guardians Aid Committee. presented a 
cheque for £850—4he result of their 
week-end at Bournemouth last year: 
and Miss R. Rains, a cheque for £350, 
on behalf of the Women’s Campaign 
Commiuttee 

Lady Karminski read the address of 
the President: Mr. Justice Karmuinski, 
who was convalescing. lt stated that a 
further old peoples Home, the Hannah 
Levy House, at Bournemouth, was 
brought into use during the year and 
now housed 25 old people. They had, 
in all; over four hundred old people in 
therr various Homes. 

It was sometimes thought that the 
Board's work now consisied largely of 
looking after their old people. It was truc 
that since the end of the war they had 
found that the urgent demands of the old 
became more and more pressing. At the 
same time the other work of the Board 
had not only to continue, but to develop 
Thus, the General Welfare Department 
in 1956 dealht with over 2.000 cases. 
varying from temporary assistance to 
meet sickness or unemployment, to long- 
term rehabilitation in their Dalecham 
Gardens Hostel. 


Illegitimate Children 


There had been some increase in the 
number of illegitimate children during the 
year, the President’s report stated. It 
was difficult to draw any conclusion from 
the comparatively small number of them 
dealt with by the Board. But « would 
be wrong to ignore the problem of the 
unmarried mother andthe problem ol 
the coloured child; which was now 
becoming increasingly common 

Financially, the Presidents report 
stated, 1956 was a year of unceasing 

There had been no sign So far of any 
slackening in the demands for their help. 
“ If anything,” the report went on. ~ we 
are busier now than we were al this time 
last wear. We have no doubts thal we 
can answer the demands put upon us by 
the community if we are provided with 
ihe’ necessary funds. 

* The Boards real need 1s for an 
increase in 15 mcome from subscriptions, 
especially under covenant. I am still far 
from satisfied that the community realises 
its obligations towards itself in this 
respect. Unless the communily meets its 
obligations we shall reluctantly be com- 
pelled to meet the deficit by economies 
in. Our Work,” 

The Chairman referred to the magn- 
ficent Maitland Joseph Bequest to the 
Board of £600,000, which. said Mr. 
Franklin. was to establish a new Home 
or Homes. 

In connection with the Board's 
centenary. they had- already taken two 
definite steps. One was to start a history 
of the Board by Mr. Lipmann ; ‘the. other 
was that they had admitted into one of 
their Homes a lady who was born tn the 
year in which the Board was founded, 
and they hoped she would be spared to 
take part in the centenary celebrations. 


DEFICIT REDUCED

SERMON FOR THE WEEK | 


MAN AND ISRAEL 


N the eighteenth Mishna of the 

third chapter of the Pirké Abot, 

the reading of which takes place 
this Sabbath, the great Rabbi Akiba 
formulates, in a remarkable state- 
ment, what has come to be known 
as the rabbinic doctrine on man 
and Israel. 

“Beloved in man, for he was 
created in the image of God. By a 
special love it becomes known to him 
that he was created in the image of 
God. .. . Beloved are Israel, for they 
are called children of the All-present ; 
by a special love it becomes known 
to them that they are called children 
of the All-present. Beloved are Israel, 
for to them was entrusted a * precious 
instrument '; by a special love it 
becomes known to them that that 
instrument of theirs is one through 
which the world was created... .” 

Let us pause to look more closely 
at this great pronouncement by one 
who was perhaps the greatest of the 
great scholars of a great age of Jewish 
intellectual activity. Rabbi Akiba’s 
Statement js seen to fall naturally into 
three parts : about man, about Israel 
in gencral, and about the select group 
within Isracl who, in keeping the 
Divine law, become the possessors of 
that “most precious instrument 
through which the world was created.” 


FIRST. about man. Man is created 

in the image of God. A solemn 
prociamation of the moral and 
Spiritual grandeur of man. Even 
more, a solemn pronouncement, some 
2,000 years ago. of the inherent 
equality of all men, irrespective of 
differences in creed, race, or colour. 
It was, in a sense, a daring proclama- 
tion, having regard to the time and 
place in which it was made. Indeed. 
daring even to make it in our own 
day. if you should happen to live 
within the boundaries of this or that 
particular “civilised” country. And 
that coming from the acknowledged 
leader of a nation that regarded itself 
as the chosen people, “above” all 
other nations. God, the statement 
Says, 18 One: hence all human beings 


having been created in His image are 


essentially one 

But what about [Israel ?. Here comes 
the second statement. Israel are called 
“children of God.” But is this not 
a contradiction to the first statement? 
if all men are created in the image 
of God and are, therefore, equal in 
His sight, how can some be His chil- 
dren and some not? Such contradic- 
tion is.. however, only apparent and 
not real, We only have to understand 
fuliv the real intent of R. Akiba’'s 
statement, This is not to extol and 
to laud, but to exhort and to inspire. 
israel . are called children of the 
‘Alongehty ; Dut man is created in the 
image of God. 


Israel are exhorted to look upon 
themselves as the children of God 
only in the sense of fceling that Gods 
business on carth js really their busi- 
ness; that His profit is their profit 
and His loss their loss. This is not 
felt by hirelings working for wages 
as M is felt by sons working “in 
their father’s business.” Such sons 
accept privation and suffering gladly 
if “the business demands jt,” and can 
find the greatest of joy in merely 
seeing their father’s interests prosper. 


FINALLY, theirs is the Torah-Israel 

who, in making the “ desirable 
instrument “ of life their own, become 
“partners with God in the creation 
of the world.” They are even closer 
to the Father in Heaven than are His 
children. for, together with the Father, 


and «SD in equal partnership 
with Him, they labour to recreate the 
world, in order to make it conform 
more closely to the pattern set for it 
by its Divine { reator.

and the disappomimenis of the Jews at 
the failure of Shabbatai Zvis messianic 
claums. the Movement nevertheless con- 
tinued im the torm of. various secis of 
Shabbuataism. To be a Shabbataist in the 
eightenth century was, he said, jist like 
being the son of bourezcors parents. who 
had joined ihe ranks of the anarchists or

A 19th-CENTURY

Rabbi Cassell’s Lecture

The lecturer pointed out that the 
school had dificred from other Jewish 
schools of the in that had never 
been a “charny school The pupils 
had always been asked to contribute 
towards the cost of their education, The 
first annual budget of the school 
amounted to £85, and when at a later 
siage of development a fund-raising 
dinner had had to be held to meet the 


deficht of £500, over £1,100 was 
subscribed. 
Rabbi Cassell, who said he had 


obtained much of his information from 
contemporary issues of THe Jewrsn 
CHRONICLE,. pointed. out that the school 
had a high academic reputation and the 
pupils were excellently disciplined. The 
reason for the school’s ultimate failure 
in 1897 was its location—in Holborn 
which was no longer an area of Jewish 
settlement.

A survey prepared by Mr. Lawrence 
Rioomgarden, a Specialist in the social 
ispects of medicine, for the American 
jewish Committee, says that 64 per 
cent of Jewish applicants, with good 
vrades, for hospital posts gained admis- 
on as against 84 per cent of other 
apphcants with simular grades. 

In the “ average ” grade groups, the 
survey Stated, 29 per cent of Jewish 
ipplicants were admitted against 46 per 
cent of other applicants, and seven per 
cent of the Jews as opposed to 20 
ner cent of the Christians in the ~ below 
average group. 

The number of medical school appli- 
cams, the survey adds, will double by 
i965, and the increased competition is 
likely to bring about a possible return 
om tightly ‘restricted admission policies, 
used on religious and racial quotas.

Israel achieved a notable distinction 
during the meeting of the annua!

Aron Becker, the head of the trade 
department of the  Histadrut, 
defeated the Egyptian delegate in 2 
hotly contested election to the 
governing body of the organisation.

Kosher Kitchen for 
Pendennis Castle 


By “GREEN FLAC” 


In contrast to my recent references 
to the decline in the observance of 
kashrut by Jewish voyagers, | was givea 
some heartening news while visiting the 
Union-Castle liner Pretoria Castile 
Southampton. Mr. C. L. A. Langelaan, 
the head of the Catering Department. of 
the Line, who has done so much to meet 
the special dictary requiremenis of the 
companys Orthodox Jewish passengers, 
told me that there will be a special and 
separate kosher kitchen in the new 
29.000-ton liner Pendennis Castle now 
bemg built at Harland and Wolff's ship- 
yard at Belfast for the Union-Casile’s 
mail service from Southampton to Cape 
Town. East London, Port Elizabeth, and 
Durban. 

lt is a tribute to Mr. Langelaan’s 
belief that his kosher services are really 
appreciated. even though by, compara- 
tively, so small a proportion of the 
Line's tremendous Jewish clientéle. that 
he has supporicd this new departure 
with much personal enthusiasm Over 
the long period that the Union-Castle has 
been im existence there has never been 
a separate kosher kitchen in any of its 
vessels, 

I was received by Mr. Langelaan and 
his collcague Mr. L. C. Clauson. of the 
Catering Depariment. and by the ship's 
Chief Steward. Mr. Edward Bloomficid. 
| was shown the special section of the 
refrigeration chamber where there were 
ample supplies of kosher meat, with the 
stamp of the Southampton Hebrew Con 
gregation. and powltry that bore the 
seals of the Cape Town Beth Din. There 
were Quantitics of kosher tinned foods 
from Barnectts of London and Skrek’g¢ 
of Cardiff, Chief chef Cecil Alves told 
me that he takes a personal interest ia 
the kosher: arrangements, preparing the 
food himself on a separate table. with 
strictly Kosher utensils, cooking fats. etc, 
He showed me the separate sets o 
kosher crockery. marked with a Magen 
David im red for meat and blue for 
milk .meals.

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FACTS AND ACTS 


THE annual “ budget” statement 
that was made to this week's 
meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue indicates that 
this great religious institution 
continues to develop. This expan- 
sion refers not only to the actual 
income but also to the larger 
membership—a notable sign in 
these days of general complaint 
about “irreligion”—and to the 
increased scope of the work now 
being undertaken. In such an 
organisation as the United Syna- 
gogue, finance should be regarded 
as merely a means to an end. While 
there must be much admiration for 
the skilful way in which Mr. F. A. 
Rossdale, the Semor Joint Treas- 
urer, supervises its financial 
resources, the true worth of his 
stewardship should be judged by the 
manner in which those resources 
are applied to the development of 
the religious life of the community. 
Mr. Ewen Montagu, the President, 
was fully justified tn expressing his 
pride at their success in undertaking 
such great and splendid tasks. The 
building and upkeep of new syna- 
gogues, communal halls, and class- 
rooms is by itself a_ colossal 
undertaking ; and to this must be 
added the tremendous contribution 
that is being made to the expanding 
work of the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education. Not 
without good cause was the claim 
made that the United Synagogue ts 
the basic foundation on which rests 
the whole prosperity of the Metro- 
politan Jewish community. 


Stress was rightly laid on. the 
Significance of the continued 
increase in the number of members. 
This was. attributed to two basic 
conceptions of the United Syna- 
gogue which gain it widespread 
support. First, it ts becoming 
increasingly recognised that more 
is demanded by synagogue member- 
ship than merely a seat-rental. An 
essential element of United Syna- 
gogue membership is that it also 
provides the means for education, 
for a Chief Rabbinate, for a Beth 
Din, for visitation of the sick, for 


welfare work, and many other 
essential rieeds. Secondly, the 
central religious outlook of _ the 


United Synagogue is widely felt to 
be the most effective means for the 
maintenance of Jewish tradition in 
these times of revolutionary change. 


This budget meeting was also 
called upon to elect two Joint 
Treasurers. As there were three 
candidates, the election was con- 
tested, and the procedure that was 
adopted in this connection, appears 
very much to deserve the severe 
criticism that is levelled against it 
by a writer in our correspondence 
columns. While the Executive 
Committee had unanimously 
recommended the election of Mr. 
Frank Rossdale and Mr. Asher 
Wingate, members of the Council 
had also nominated Mr. F. M. 
Landau for this office. All this was, 
of course, perfectly in order. The 
Executive Committee were quite 
entitled to make any recommenda- 
tions they thought fit. At the same 
time, the members of the Council 
were equally entitled to nominate 
any other candidate or candidates 
whom they might wish to put 
forward. But the subsequent action 
of the Honorary Officers seems 
very much open to question. It 
appears that the list of candidates 
was held up beyond the normal 
period and not circulated. to reach 
the Council until two days before 
jts meeting ; and—-a matter to which 
we have drawn attention before— 
italic type was employed to 
distinguish these candidates recom- 
mended by the Executive Com- 
mittee. But much worse is the 
fact that this belated list was 
accompanied by an official circular 
letter, signed by the Fionorary 
Officers on United Synagogue head 
office notepaper, in which a forth- 
right attack was made on _ the 
candidature of Mr. Landau. This 
letter made a number of question- 
able assertions which Mr. Landau 
was afforded no opportunity of 
controverting at the meeting, as all 
discussion on the matter was 
disallowed. | 


The issue of a partisan and 
tendentious letter in this high- 
handed manner and the dictatorial 
procedure adopted were indeed far 


“the democratic’. 


made to the paucity of workers: 
“We need more and more men and 
women prepared to give unstint- 
ingly of their time and ability to 
the work involved. Too many of 
our members take the United 
Synagogue for granted ... they 
must be persuaded to devote them- 
selves and whatever talents they 
possess to its service.” But such 
an appeal, where its spirit is 
contradicted by the action of the 
Executive, hardly seems likely to 
encourage fresh recruits. Such 
excellent work is performed by the 
United Synagogue that all who are 
jealous for its good name must be 
extra careful to guard against any 
action which may damage its 
repute. 


SUBMARINES FOR EGYPT 


Ir is not surprising that con- 
siderable consternation has been 
caused by the delivery to Egypt of 
three Russian submarines. The 
immediate effect of this event has 
been to cause a new shift in the 
balance of power in the Middle 
East, for it has introduced a new 
weapon of offence into the area, 
the effects of which could be very 
far-reaching. It might, of course, 
be argued that in the light of 
Egypt's recent exhibition of naval 
prowess during the Sinai campaign, 
it 1S not important what weapons 
she possesses because she is not 
capable of using them. But it 
would be dangerous to base a 
policy on this appreciation. It is 
wiser to assume either that; sooner 


or later, the Egyptians will learn 


how to use their ships, or that they 
will acquire Russian or German or 
other foreign crews to man them. 
But whereas the potential danger 
should not be underestimated, it 
seems unlikely that the submarines 
are intended for immediate warlike 
use. It is difficult to imagine that 
the Egyptians would be so stupid 
as to precipitate a new conflict with 
Israel by attempting to attack her 
shipping on the high seas or in the 
Gulf of Aqaba, while if they intend 
to maintain the blockade of the 
Suez Canal they do not need to 
make use of submarines. It seems 
more likely that this new addition 
to the Egyptian fleet is largely 
intended to bolster up Colonel 
Nasser’s falling prestige at home 
and in the Arab countries, though 
it will also be remarked that this 
action casts a strange light on 
Russia’s protestations of peaceful 
intentions in the Middle East. 


DR. COHEN MEMORIAL 


~ THERE will be general agreement 
m all sections of the community 
on the eminent suitability of the 
plan produced this week for a 
memorial to the late Rev. Dr. 
Abraham Cohen. This _ plan 
(reported on another page of this 
issue) envisages the establishment 
in this country, under the aegis 
of Jews’ College, of either an 
endowed Lectureship in Homiletics 
or an Abraham Cohen Lecture 
Room in the new College building, 
and also the erection in Israel of 
an Abraham Cohen Hall at the 
new Bar Ilan University. No man 
in our community has been more 
deserving of such a memorial 
tribute than the late Dr. Cohen. 
As teacher and preacher, as 
minister and layman (for so he may 
be described in his capacity for 
several years as President of the 
Board of Deputies), as writer and 
lecturer, as Communal worker and 
administrator—in every field to 
which in fact he turned his 
attention, no man could have been 
more devoted and helpful, more 
respected and admired. Two of 
his particular loves were the long- 
standing one—over fifty years—of 
Jews’ College, in which he was a 
most distinguished pupil and then 
teacher, and the later one of the 
new university in Israel, .whose 
religious feundation particularly 
appealed to him. and of . whose 
Academic Committee he became 
Chairman. It is therefore most 
fitting that these two  institu- 
tions of learning, Jews’ College and 


Bar Ilan University, should join 


forces in sponsoring the appeal for 
£30,000—£10,000 for the one and 
£20,000 for the other—to perpetuate 
the name of Abraham Cohen. No 
doubt also the Birmingham Jewish 
community (among whom Dr. 
Cohen exercised the major part of 
his synagogue ministry), apart from 
any local memorial they might 
wish to set up will turn an 
especially benevolent eye on the 


resent proposal. But in any 

the of the Jewish 
community throughout the country, 
we are sure, will wish to respond 
quickly and wholeheartedly to this 
appeal to honour the memory of 
one of its finest sons. 


LIVERPOOL JEWRY 


Durinc the present fortnight 
Liverpool is celebrating the 750th 
anniversary of the granting by King 
John, in 1207, of the city’s first 
charter. One of the events of this 
celebration is a Jewish “ Charter’ 


‘service, which has been arranged 


by the Jewish Representative 
Council and will be held in the 
stately edifice of the Princes Road 
Synagogue next Sunday morning. 
Numerically Liverpool ranks third 
in the list of Provincial Jewries. 
The community has always formed 
a flourishing centre of religious and 
cultural activity and has made a 
notable contribution to civic and 
public life. Here in 1870 was born 
Viscount Samuecl—‘‘of Mount 
Carmel and of Toxteth in the City 
of Liverpool,” a designation which 
happily unites his affection for the 
Jewish homeland with his pride in 
his English birthplace. In con- 
sidering his long and distinguished 
career, it is appropriate to remember 
that Liverpool—non-Jewish and 
Jewish—was in the forefront of the 
movement for Jewish emancipation 
over a century ago. Indeed, as far 
back as 1789 and 1806, the. sites 
of two of the earliest synagogues 
of the community were gifts from 
the Liverpool Corporation— 
evidence of the standing of local 
Jewry and of the friendliness of the 
city authorities and population. 
The Princes Road Synagogue 
(founded 1874) and the Hebrew 
Schools (founded 1840) are among 
the religious institutions which have 
exerted widespread influeuce, and 
one is reminded of past spiritual 
leaders such as Samuel Frampton, 
John Harris, and Isaiah Raffalovich. 
In public life, emiment Jews have 
been Lord Mayor and have repre- 
sented city constituencies in Parlia- 
ment. Lord Cohen of Birkenhead, 
Judge Neville Laski, Professor 
Louis Rosenhead, and Mr. Bertram 
B. Benas are among the many 
distinguished contemporaries who 
today uphold Liverpool Jewry’s 
proud and honoured traditions of 
service to the common weal. 


THE ARAB BOYCOTT 


One of the most baneful of the 
weapons used against Israel—and 
all the more so because there seems 
to be so much silence generally 
about it—is the economic boycott 
exercised by members of the Arab 
League. The matter has come into 
the open again through references 
in recent weeks in these columns. 
This boycott ts not an. ordinary 
boycott of goods made in or 
exported from Israel. . It attempts 
to be all-embracing in its ambit. 
English firms, for example, have 
for a considerable time past 
received questionnaires _ either 
directly or indirectly from official 
representatives of the Arab League 
in this country and elsewhere, ask- 
ing whether any Jews are to. be 
found among their directorate or 
their staff, and in some cases even 
among their shareholders. Further- 
more, firms, whether Jewish or not, 
which have agents or factories in 
the State of Israel are included in 
the boycott, and it has gone to the 
extreme of calling upon non-Jewish 
members of the Anglo-Israel Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which is not 
specifically a Jewish organisation, 
to resign from their membership. 
The boycott is therefore an attack 
not only on Jewish traders but also 
on the economy of all countries 
dealing with the Middle East. 
It is well to record that in some 
cases firms, and they are firms of 
importance such as, for instance, 
Leylands and Samuel Osborn of 
Sheffield, have not only openly 
refused to reply to the question- 
naire but have ignored it. In the 
majority of cases those firms which 
have done this have found that they 
have called the Arab bluff. This is 
not a purely Jewish affair. It con- 
cerns the right of every citizen to 
conduct his business within the law 
in his own way, free of external 
threats, and it is to be hoped that 
the London Chamber of Commerce, 
which originally set such a good 
example, and all other Chambers of 
Commerce and bodies concerned 
with upholding the freedom to trade 
in peace—on which. civilisation 
depends—will refuse to do anything 
which might give the Arabs the 
slightest impression that they can 
proceed with their iniquitous policy.

I should like to correct the statement 
of the Londen Chamber of Commerce 
that they were asked by the Anglo- 
israel Chamber of Commerce to urge 
its members to. refuse to make declara- 
wons required by the Arab States, cic. 
in all contact with the London Chamber, 
whether by letter, meetings, or telephone, 
we have never stressed this aspect. We 
have. however, tried to persuade them 
to discontinue the practice of certifica- 
tion of attesting of documents which are 
part and parcel of the Arab States 
methods of economic warfare, which are 
violations of the United Nations Charter, 
and in particular of a specie Security 
Council decision denying the Arab States 
anv belligerent rights against Israel. 

On October 19 of ladt year, the Inter- 
wational Chamber of Commerce (otf 
which the Anglo-Israc! Chamber and the 
lendon Chamber of Commerce are 
members) passed the following resolution 
unanimously 

“One of the maior concerns of the 
International Chamber of Commerce 1s 
to foster and preserve neaceful relations 
in the field of trade and economic .co- 
operation 

“ The International Chamber of Com- 
merce. therefore. deeply deplores the 
presen tendency of certam countries to 
have recourse commercial HOYCOTIS 
hased on racial or relimious criterna for 
which there can. m its view, be no 
possible pustification 

We had expected. as a result of this 
that the London Chamber of Commerce 
would cease to publicise Arab “* boycott 
regulations” and would play no further 
part m the attesting or certifying of 
documents demanded by the Arab States 
We have repeatedly pressed upon ihe 
london Chamber of Commerce that ans 
submission to the Arab States’ boycott 
demands, in anv shape or form, means 
agreement with thei methods of unwar- 
ranted interference with normal trade 
atiairs of other countries and amounts to 
recognition of their apparent claim to 
the right te mtervene directly m the 
management and trading policies of 
Britush firms 

The London Chamber of Commerce 
has expressed the view to us that for their 
Chamber alone to fight the boycott 


- would not only be futile, but would be 


extremely barmtul to members. 

Our view on this ss that rather than 
protecting their members the _ certifica- 
tion or attesting of the afdrementioned 
type of document constitutes a form of 
discrimination against the many British 
firms whose sense of decency and fair 
play . induces them to disregard the 
demands, threats, and consequences of 
the Arab boycott. 

The London Chamber of Commerce 
now attempis to justify its action by 
saving that u completes its function when 
it has attested its members’ invoices and 
plays no part whatever in later pro- 
ceedings.

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HUNGARIAN JEWS Religious Problems 


HE Hungarian refugees take 

their place in the melan- 

choly procession of those who 
have at One time or other found in 
Britain a shelter from persecution. 
Some may return home when the 
upheaval has subsided. Others will 
wish to wash their hands of the 
whole of war-racked Europe. But 
many will stay here, and the Jews 
among them will swell an element 
in Anglo-Jewry that has not, on 
the whole, been conspicuous. 

Not many Jews ever left Hungary, 
where they were long established. 
Those who did usually went to the 
United States, especially after the 
débacle of 1848 and for the express 
reason that they had no faith in the 
future of Europe. “Up and to 
America” was the passionate § call 
raised by one of .their foremost 
writers, Leopold Kompert. who 
echoed widespread feelings of despair. 
“ The larks of deliverance warble in 
the free air.” he wrote in the vear of 
the Revolution, “but for us it is 
like the screaming of mews during a 
storm. . There is no other desire 
among us than to get away from this 
‘freedom.’ Another author. in the 
same year. laments: “ The Jews sacri- 
fice their substance and lives for the 
Maevars who really do not deserve 
it, for they are too cowardly to eman- 


cipate the Jews, ; 


In Search of Freedom 


So Hungarian Jews went abroad in 
search of treedom, and a iew came to 
England. They were not numerous 
enough to congregate in any organised 
body. The Austro-Hungarian 
societies which flourished, for example, 
in Manchester, fifty vears ago-——the 
Austro-Hungarian Benevolent Society, 
the Austro-Hungarian Self-Help, Sick, 
and Benefit Society, etc.—were far 
more Austrian than Hungarian. their 
members being for the most. part 
probably Polish, Bohenuan, or Gali- 
cian subjects of the Habsburg Empire. 
But while the Hungarians in England 
were few, some stand out in various 
spheres and are remembered with 
respect. 

Perhaps the most notable was Josef 
Herman Hertz, the late Chief Rabbi, 
a native of Reblin. His family. in 
1884 joined the trek to New York, 
where Josef (then aged 12) received 
his rehgious education. The ministry 
of Dr. Hertz in Britain (1912-46), 
an epitome of the communal story 
during the first half of the twentieth 
cemury, is still too vividly present to 
require retelling. 

For almost exactly the same time, 
the second highest office in Orthodox 
Anglo-Jewry was also held by a Hun- 
garian—-Dr. Adolph Bichler--who 
presided over Jews’ College from 1907, 
when he succeeded Michael Fried- 
linder, until his death in 1939. He 
came from Prickopa and was educated 
at Budapest, Breslau. and Leipzig. 
While teaching at the Vienna Rabbini- 
cal Seminary he received a “call” from 
Jews’ College to serve as an assistant 
to the Principal. Many crudite 
studies e.g. “The Galilean Am- 
haarets.” 1906) had already estab- 
lished his name in Jewish literature 
and Jewish lore, and he was soon 
recognised as a Talmudic scholar of 
the authentic East European tradition 
to whom Christian as well as Jewish 
students turned for guidance. 


Reform Associate Founder 


Nor was it only teachers of strict 
Orthodoxy who came from Hungary. 
So, too, did a remarkable figure in 
Anglo-Jewish Reform, Dr. Salomon 
Mayer Schiller-Szinessy (1820-90), 
who, in 1856, founded the Manchester 
Hebrew. Reform Association (ater 
the now precisely 100-year-old Man- 
chester Congregation of British Jews). 
He had gallantly fought in his 
country’s revolution in 1848 , before 
escaping to England, after an adven- 
turous journey across Italy and 
Ireland. 

Though an undoubted foreigner, he 
brought off what was a very English 
logical oddity. While practising Reform 
Judaism, he, nevertheless, always pro- 
fessed himself an adherent of Rab- 
binical Orthodoxy. This bizarre dis- 
crepancy, militantly performed, gradu- 
ally set him at odds with his superiors, 
and while (aceording to a contem- 
porary observer) “ unremitting im his 
exertions to make his synagogue a 
model for all England,” he eventually 
Saw greater attractions in Cambridge, 
where he catalogued the University’s 
Hebrew MSS. and was, in 1866, 

pointed Lecturer in Talmudic 
literature and Reader in Rabbinics. 
 Gratefully remembered, too, 15 
another Hungarian fighter ‘against 
tyranny, Stefan Lorant, founder 

crUrg-Post which recently came 
to a much-lamented end after 
almost twenty years of an exciting 
existence, Lorant, now an American 
citizen, had suffered persecution in 
Germany {as he told in his book “! 
Was Hitler's Prisoner"), and having 
escaped, he resolved to forge a power- 
ful. weapon .to..wipe out the Naz 
scourge.

due to him that Mr. Edward Hulton, 
the publisher, could avow his “ pride 
that we of Picture Post had the 
courage to voice what the British 
people were feeling in those days. that 
is, hatred of, and contempt for, the 
policies of a certain ‘friendly’ Head 
of State—Herr Hitler,” 

Lorant, whom his successor in 1940. 
Tom Hopkinson, described as “a 
journalistic genius,” did what Hulton 
has called “something entirely new 
in British journalism.” In the Britain 
of 1938. Hulton explained, “ photo- 
graphy was hardly developed and 
hardly taken seriously as an adjunct 
to the press. Furthermore. when 
Picture Post actually printed photo- 
graphs of the ordinary lives of ordi- 
nary working-men and women. it was 
as new and extraordinary as when the 
Dutch painters of the seventeenth 
century decided to paint ordinary folk 
instead of the Holy Family.” 


German Danger Foreseen 


Inasmuch as Lorant was one who 
warned against the German threat of 
a Second World War. he followed. in 
his Own way, the example of a Hun- 
garian Jewish immigrant who once 
warned England against the German 
threat of a First World War. Dr. 
Emi! Reich saw the danger clearly. 
and, on the strength of exact and far- 
ranging knowledge of German history 
and philosophy, he wrote as egrly as 
1907 (three years before his death) 
a book with the characteristic title 
“ Germany's Swelled Head.” 

[his book was only one in a long 
series on a great variety of historical 
subjects. In fact Reich, the son of 
& Synagogue warden, was a prominent 
author almost as soon a$ he settled in 
London in 1893. 

Ihe Dictionary of National Bio- 
graphy commends his “ remarkable 
vigour... versatility, and self-confi- 
dence, not only as a writer and lec- 
turer to popular and learned audiences 
in Oxtord, Cambridge, and London, 
but also as a coach of candidates for 
the civil service. The width of his 
interests appealed to Lord Acton, who 
regarded him as a “ universal specia- 
list.” and on at least one occasion, 
during the dispute between Britain 
and Venezuela (in 1895), 
Government turned to this accom- 
plished man for advice. 

Vast though his learning was, jt was 
not, strictly speaking, scholarship. 
This, im an exacting and exalted 
form, was brought to England from 
Hungary by one who in his specific 
field Hebrew bibliography — was 
second only to the very greatest. 
Adolf (Abraham) Neubauer (1831- 
1907), Sub-Librarian of the Bodleian. 


was in 1884 the first Reader in Rab- 
binics at the University of Oxford, 
where he settled in 1868. In some 
ways the counterpart to Schiller- 
Szinessy at Cambridge, with whom 
he often crossed swords in the Jewish 
press, he secured for Oxford the finest 
Hebrew collection in the world, 
including many of the best and 
largest fragments from ‘Cairo 
Geniza, and over the years “Old 
Nob,” as he was affectionately known, 
became the principal teacher of a 
whole generation of Hebraists, not 
only Jews such as Dr. Biichler, his own 
nephew, whom he would have liked as 


his successor, but also many Christian 


scholars-—Driver, Cheyne, Nutt, Sayce, 
and Cowley, 

Though he hardly practised his 
religion. he was nevertheless (says the 
Dictionary of National Biography) 
“strongly Jewish in sympathy,” and 
“wndirectly,” Israel Abrahams wrote 
at his death, “he was among the 
genuine supporters and servers of 
Judaism, And that despite the fact 
that his own interest in Judaism was 
almost exclusively literary.” 

Another famous Jew from Hungary, 
Josef Joachim, never settled in Eng- 
land, but so frequent and so regular 
were his visits. that eventually -he 
gladly confessed England had become 
his second home. Indeed, the London 
concerts of Joachim, almost vear by 
year, throughout the second half of 
the nineteenth century, were an out- 
standing feature of English musical 
life, and such was the appreciation he 
won that both Oxford and Cambridge 
conferred on him their Doctorate of 
Music. 


12-year-old Boy Wonder 


It was in London that Joachim gave 
his first public performance, in 1844, 
when he was the “ Hungarian Wonder 
Boy “ at the age of 12. The Diamond 
Jubilee of that event was celebrated in 
his presence at a memorable mecting 
in Queen's Hall presided over by the 
Prime Minister, Arthur James Balfour. 
and addressed (among others) by 
Robert Bridges, later Poet Laureate, 
with a sonnet saluting Joachim as one 
who had 


“.. been in England many a year 
The interpreter who left us naught 
to seek, 
Making Beethoven's inmost pas- 

sion speak. 
Bringing the soul of great Sebastian 
near.

SRAEL’S 20,000-strong Druse

Koran, if a Moslem. If the witness 
does not believe in God, he may 
swear upon his own honour, the law 
States. 


As soon as the Druse courts were 
set up the Israeli Court Administra- 
tion inquired at the Ministry of 
Justice as to which one of the three 
Holy Books should Druse witnesses 
swear on. The Ministry of Justice 
considered the matter for a few days, 
and “ passed the buck “ to the Ministry 
of Religious Affairs, which sent urgent

and national interest between the 
Jews and themselves. 

During the Israeli-Arab War. 
thousands of Druses volunteered to 
fight in the ranks of the Israch Army, 
and military service for the Druses 
in Israel is now on exactly the same 
basis as that for Jews. 


All-Embracing Religion 


The Druse religion incorporates the 
main features of Judaism, Christianity, 
and Islam, and it was this fact, more 
than anything else, which started all 
the trouble as soon the Druse com- 
munity’s full autonomy within § the 
State of Israel was officially recognised 
on April 24,1957, This recognition 
meant that the Druse community was 
allowed to set up courts of law to deal 
with all civil and religious cases ‘all 
criminal cases must go before the 
State District Courts) According to 
Isracli law, a witness appearing in 
a court of law must swear on the Old 
Testament, if he is a Jew, on the New 
Testament, if a Christian, and on the 


THE JEW IN AMERICAN LITERATURE 


HEN Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne, the great American 
novelist and author of 
“The Scarlet Letter,’ lived in 
Liverpool he met a handful of 
Jews, and in his Notebooks (which 
provide fascinating insights into 
the Puritan mind of the finest 
American writer of his time—and 


‘perhaps ours) commented on them 


and their * characteristics.” 
Unhappily, he did not seem to like 
those Jews he met, and said so 
quite candidly in his Notebooks. 
Yet in his popular novel, “ The 
Marble Faun,” the heroine is a 
Jewess, and he wrote with sympathy 
and understanding when he des- 
cribed her. This duality is typical 
of the American writer in relation 
to the Jews he has met or seen. 

From the early days of American 
literature the American author has 
deak with Jews. Sometimes the Jew 
is portrayed with enormously sym- 
pathetic understanding, And at other 
times the American. author creates just 
another stereotype when he attempts 
to delineate the Jew. Those writers 
who dislike Jews and those who 
think well of them both fall into the 
same trap. Most frequently the Jew 
in their novels is unbelievable as a 
living character because the Jew in 
their work is too good or too bad. 
Or he is a type and not a human 
being. Nevertheless, it js interesting 
to trace the portrait of the Jew that 
does emerge under the skilled hand 
of the American write. 


Knowledge of the Bible

“Moby Dick,” Herman - Melville,

book to obtain) “Clarel” is one of 
the. most provocative books on-a so- 
called Jewish theme ever written by 
an American. 

In more recent years Jews have 
appeared. in countless books, but i 
can be stated accurately that the Jew 
has seldom been drawn with compre- 
hension in most of these works. T. S. 
Eliot, the Nobel Prize-winning poet, 
has been accused of antisemitism, and 
indeed his “* Bleistein ” is an unsavoury 
character, and some of his verbal 
shafts are sharp. Edith Wharton and 
Willa Cather, two of America’s out- 
standing women novelists, are on 
record as having put down on paper 
some slighting remarks on Jews. Jack 
London, who remains one of the most 
popular adventure story tellers in the 
world, not only warned against the 
* Yellow Peril,” when he saw Japan 
as an enemy of the United States, but 
also feared and disliked the Jews. The 
modern poet, E. E. Cummings,. has 
been accused of antisemitism, and 
once there appeared in an English- 
Jewish periodical an interesting 
symposium on the question whether 
Cummings is or is not anti-Jewish. It 
is still debatable, but those who accuse 
him have much to quote in evidence. 

Theodore Dreiser, the author of 
“An American Tragedy,” and 
credited with being one of the fathers 
of realism in the American. novel, 
joined the Communist: Party late in 
life, and among his other confusions, 
attacked the Jews. The reaction to 
his bias was strong, and he tried to 
explain himself, Kindly critics assumed 
age had caught with him. Others, 
less inclined to forgive him, insisted 
that he always hated Jews, But this 
animus scarcely appeared jn his books. 

For that matter, some of America’s 
outstanding novelists stand in a 
curious position vis-d-vis the Jews. 
Ernest Hemingway in “ The Sun Also 
Rises (entitled “ Fiesta in England) 
introduced an unlikable Jewish char- 
acter, Robert Cohn, in his book. Does 
this mean Hemingway dislikes Jews, 
or merely that hé transferred to paper 
a certain Jew whom he once knew ? 
In any event, néver again did Heming- 
way offer us ‘his version of a Jew. 


Certainty nowhere else in fils notable 


career has he ever written of a Jew 
like Cohn. 

A few years ago there was a 
revival of interest in the American 
novelist and short story writer, F. 
Scott Fitzgerald. In the new studies 
on Fitzgerald some Critics stressed his 
antisemitism. Yet, upon further investi- 
gation, some of these same critics 
had second thoughts. Milton Hindus, 
a keen critic and professor of litera- 
ture, now at Brandeis University, 
wrote an essay a decade ago on Fitz- 
ecrald’s literary antisemitism, calling 
attention to “The Great Gatsby,” 
one of Fitzgerald's finest works, and 
to Mever Wolfsheim, “its most 
obnoxious character.” In “The Last 
Tycoon,” an unfinished novel by Fitz- 
gerald, the hero, a Hollywood pro- 
ducer named Monroe Stahr, is a Jew, 
and is described with animation and 
admiration. But subordinate Jewish 
characters are aS unsavory aS most 
Hollywood characters appear to be in 
American fiction. Today, a full ten 
years later, Hindus, in private con- 
versation, confides that he is com- 
pleting a full-length study of Fitz- 
gerald, and when he is asked about 
the writer's antisem#Hism shrugs and 


Says perhaps it has been exaggerated. 


Literary Antisemitism 


There comes to mind another, 
typical incident of IMerary anti- 
semitism. William Faulkner has had 


many of his wolent novels. made: 


available in cheap paperback reprint 
editions. In one of them, “ Sanctuary,” 
there is a particularly vicious char- 
acter who, in the course of one of 
his vituperative tirades, curses the 
Jews as well as many other groups and 
individuals. A reader was shocked at 
this passage and complained bitterly 
to the bookseller from whom he 
purchased the volume. The book- 
dealer, a sensitive man, got in touch 


with the American. Jewish Congress,

Needless to add all three Sheikhs 
quarrelied with each other, and since 
the Isracli Government did not wish 
to offend either one of the three 
notables, the Ministry of Justice sug- 
gested that all Druses should swear 
on their own word of honour 

This brought immediate cries of 
protest from al] Druse villages. “ What 
are we, Communists, or whai”?™ the 
enraged Sheikhs protested, “don! we 
have a God?" Startled at the 
vehemence of the tempest that they 
had sirted up, Justice Ministry 
officials passed the entire matter again 
to the Ministry of Religious Affairs. 
This Ministry again sent a lenethy 
questionnaire to all Druse  sherkhs 
and notables. This time. the answers 
were divided along five differen: lines. 
In addition to the three schools of 
thought, as expressed by Sherkhs 
Amin Taareff, Achmed Khavyar, and 
Aareff Hammad, there was also a 
moderate school of thought which 
suggested that each Druse witness 
should be allowed to make his own 
choice of one of the three Holy 
Books. The fifth school of thought 
was conservative and suggested that 
all Druse witnesses swear on all three 
Holy Books. Both suggestions were 
fair enough, but since to adopt either 
one meant giving offence to the 
remainine four parties, the Ministry 
of Religious Affairs once more 


referred the matter to the Ministry of : 


Justice. 
Court Bailiff’s Warning

My aunt always refused to tell me 
what happened in the little room at 
the shop. Perhaps the bearded man 
had, while reciting prayers, ee 
and spit three times on the floor— 
procedure strongly recommended by 
some spell-removers, Or perhaps he 
had poured water on live coals, or 
lit a havdala candle to be. held before 
the boy's open mouth and then extin- 
guished so that the smoke should 
enter the mouth. It is quite possible, 
too, that my aunt had brought with 
her a piece of a garment worn by the 
person who had given the einchoreh 
and the man had put it in a fire and 
had then blown the smoke on my 
cousin's face. All these methods were 
known for their efficacy but, of course, 
only the skilled spell-remover knew 
the full secret of their use. In unprac- 
ised hands they would never bring 
relief. 
‘ As curious as the ceremonial of 
removing the einehoreh were the 
prayers which through the centuries 
were composed by some of the 
greatest Jewish scholars to combat the 
evil eye. Each prayer’ was known as 
a lachash, and the other day I read 
a remarkable collection of them given 
by the renowned Ish Shov of Lem- 
berg. In one, thirty different kinds 
of “eyes” are, in most extraordinary 
language, commanded to refrain from 
doing harm and to remove their spell. 
Why East European Jewry should 
have retamed this strong belief 
im the evil eye when they dis- 
carded so many superstitions is not 
at all clear, On the other hand. the 
woman who rushed to the spell- 
remover could point out to sceptics 
that there was full warrant in the 
Talmud for: her action. The belief 
in the einehoreh was strongest in the 
small deeply religious communities. 


Torah Examples 


Some of the greatest Tanaim and 
Amoraim who have deak with the 
problem of the evil eye left no doubt 
of their belief in its power. The 
Torah was searched for examples of 
warnings against the evil cye. Jacob's 
remark to his sons, when he saw that 
there was Corn in Egypt: “Why do 
you look one upon another?” and 
Joshua's command to the children 
of Joseph: “if thou be a great people 
then get thee up to the wood country,” 
were explained by the Midrash as 
warnings against the evil eye. Belief 


_m the evil eye became part of the 


halacha, and one of the examples 
given in the Tabmud js that one should 
not stand in a neighbour's ficld when 
the corn 3s jn the ear. 

it 1s, however, highly unlikely that 
the belief in the evil eye originated 
with the anciem Israelites. It was 
known to the anciem Persians. 
Greeks, and Romans. The Romans. 
who knew # as the oculus fascinus, 
were so afraid of jt that they enacted 


special laws against it tO protect the 


crops. The evil eye is still known 


feared throughout the Middle 


East and Asia, and many Arabs use 
charms to protect their children and 
their possessions. Mothers in Cairo 
used to altribute the sickly appearance 
of their children to the effects of the 
evil eye. 

Among the Oriental Jews in Israel 
the belief in the eyein Aarah is still 
very strong, but I was surprised to 
find that # is by no means confined 
to them. Some of the charms used 
by many mothers—and grandmothers 

-were hitherto unknown to me, as 
for instance, four little bags of salt 
which are aftached to each corner of 
the perambulator.

in their influence. There was a con- 
stant procession of anxious mothers 
to dingy little rooms secking a refuye. 

My aunt always refused to tell me 
what happened in the little room at 
the shop. Perhaps the bearded man 
had, while reciting prayers, yawned 
and spit three times on the floor—a 
procedure strongly recommended by 
some spell-removers, Or perhaps he 
had poured water on live coals, or 
lit a havdala candle to be- held before 
the boy's open mouth and then extin- 
guished so that the smoke should 
enter the mouth. It js quite possible, 
too, that my aunt had brought with 
her a piece of a garment worn by the 
person who had given the einehoreh 
and the man had put it in a fire and 
had then blown the smoke on my 
cousin's face. All these methods were 
known for their efficacy but, of course, 
only the skilled spell-remover knew 
the full secret of their use. In unprac- 
tised hands they would never bring 
relief. 

As curious as the ceremonial of 
removing the einehoreh were the 
prayers which through the centuries 
were composed by some of the 
greatest Jewish scholars to combat the 
evil eye. Each prayer was known as 
a lachash,.and the other day 1 read 
a remarkable collection of them given 
by the renowned Ish Shov of Lem- 
berg. In one, thirty different kinds 
of “ eyes” are, in most extraordinary 
language, commanded to refrain from 
doing harm and to remove their spell. 

Why East European Jewry should 
have retained this strong belief 
in the evil eye when they dis- 
carded so many superstitions is not 
at all clear, On the other hand, the 
woman who rushed to the spell- 
remover could point out to sceptics 
that there was full warrant in the 
Talmud for her action. The belicf 
in the einehoreh was strongest in the 
small deeply religious communities. 


Terah Examples 


Some of the greatest Tanaim and 
Amoraim who have dealt with the 
problem of the evil eye left no doubt 
of their belief in its power. The 
Torah was searched for examples of 
warnings against the evil eye. Jacob's 
remark to his sons, when he saw that 
there Was corn in Egypt: “ Why do 
you look one wpon another?” and 
Joshua's command to the children 
of Joseph: “if thou be a great people 
then get thee up to the wood country,” 
were explained by the Midrash as 
warnings against the evil eye. Belief 


im the evil eye became part of the 


halacha, and one of the examples 
given in the Tabmud is that one should 
not sand in a neighbour's field when 
the corn is in the ear. 

It ws, however, highly unlikely that 
the belief in the evil eye originated 
with the anciem Israelites. It was 
known to the ancient — Persians. 


Greeks, and Romans. The Romans, 


who knew wt as the oculus fascinus, 
were so afraid of jt that they enacted 
special laws against it to protect the 
Crops. 
and feared throughout the Middle 
Fast and Asia, and many Arabs use 
charms to protect their children and 
their possessions. Mothers in Cairo 
used to attribute the sickly appearance 
of their children to the effects of the 
evil eve. 

Among the Oriental Jews in Israel 
the belief in the eyein Aarah is still 
very strong, but | was. surprised to 
find that # is by no means confined 
to them. Some of the charms used 
by many mothers—and grandmothers 
—~were hitherto unknown to me, as 
for instance, four little bags of salt 
which are attached to each corner of 
the perambulator;

But what would the ordinary 
woman, the type who describes herself 
as “housewife” on passports and 
official dotted lines, know of such 
technical points 

Just to help her along she is given 
a book as she enters the Prize House.

TALMIDA HACHAMA 


Grammatical Form

Sir, —Dr. Slotki—perhaps misied by 
my using “means” in the sense of 
“means to have 


missed my point, which was surcly a 
grammatical onc. Nobody would deny 
that, in order to qualify for the appclla- 
on falmid fhocham, a man must be 
learned himself, and not merely the pupil 
of a learned man: but the fact remains 
that the word salmid in the expression in 
question is im the construct state. If ut 
were in the absolute state, the plural of 
ihe expression would obviously 
taimidim thachamim, and not, as it 
actually talmidei hachamim, li seems 
io me io follow that a feminine falmid 
hacham, be she even as wice and learned 
as Rabti Akiba himsclf, should be called 
hacham.

Sin.—The phase jalmid hacham 
means neither “a sage disciple” nor 
“a sage’s disciple.” It is an idiomatic 
expression and as such has lost the 
literal meaning of its component parts 
and acquired a meaning entirely of its 
own: a scholar (learned man) of great 
humility (Sotah Sa) and unblemished 
character (Sh. Hash. Rabba 4). His 
erudition and memory are well-nigh 
phenomenal: “Who is.a Talmid 
Hacham”? He who can readily quote 
any law chapter and verse ” (Shabbat 
freely translated). But accumula- 
tion of knowledge is not enough: he 
must make his own intellectual contri- 
bution to the advancement of learn- 
ing: “A Talmid Hacham who has no 
opinion of his own is worse than a 
bhemah (Tanna d bei Eliyahu 86). 


As to the grammar of the phrase, 
winch ts. the real bone of contention 
between Mr. Siotki and Sir Leon Simon.

Mr. Slotki asks for 
an authority for Sir Leon's assertion that 
the phrase consists of two nouns in ‘he 
comiruct stale. He (Mr. Slotki) ts 
apparently unaware that he himself has 
supplied the authority m his quotation 
from Hullin: “He who .. . Srves 
Taimidei Hachamim.’ The plural of 
talmid hacham is the only means whereby 
its true grammatical form can be a*cer- 
tained. Wf these two words were, as Mr. 
Slotki alleges, a noun and an adjective 
respectively, their plural would have been 


taimidim hachamim and not talmidei 
ha.hamim, which proves beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that Sir Leon ts 
right, Another authority, which ts 


equally conclusive by itself, is the alter- 
native usage of falmid hachamim in the 
same idiomatic sense as falmid hacham 
(Yerushalmi Succa S3a) 

The proposed innovation of talmida 
hachama offends the ear and eye of any- 
one familiar with Hebrew, whereas Sir 
Leon's version of talmidat hacham is ‘he 
only form true to centuries of Hebrew 
tradition and learning.

Activities of Zionist 
Federation

article, “ Good Relations” (m your 
June 7 issue), is to have the eficct 
desired it must also reflect more fully 
and accurately the present modus 
operandi used in the struggle for the 
creation of good relationship between

in the course of your analysis you Say 
‘a serious deficiency at present i the 
lack of a lecture bureau in London that 
could supply lecturers for provincial 
organisations . . . for fund-raising 
PULPOSes, . There is a consiant flow 
of lecturers from Isracl but there is 
no machinery . ... for linking them with 
provincial audiences.” a glance at! 
the columns of your csieemed journa! 
shows that an eficient machinery already 
exists in London tor this purpose. 
organised by the Central Jewish Lecture 
Committee which co-ordinates lectures on 
isracl with the Public Relations Com- 
mittee of the Zions Federation. No 
audience, cither Jewish or non-Jewish 
has gone wanting for a speaker on the 
subject of and within my Know- 


ledge there has never yet arisen the 
problem of “expenses” or fee. 
Since “Sinai” (October, 1956) the 


Federation alone has ‘provided speakers 
for 115 non-Jewish organisations. both 
large and small, and well over 50 per 
cent of them im the provinces. Apart 
from momenis of crisis, the Federation. 
through the affiliated bodics in the pro- 
vinces, is in. constant contact with loca! 
societies and no opportuniy is lost for 
organising provincial tours for eminen' 
lecturers from Israel 

While it is not a central point in your 
theme, there ecxists an that 
films on Isract are disiribuied “ spas- 
modically and wuhout much co-ordina- 
Your readers might hke to Know 
that since March, 1956, the Federation 
has regularly published, with the assisi- 
ance of other interested organisations. a 
comprehensive catalogue of Isracii fims 
and other audio-visual material. so thai 
4 potential borrower is Aol put to 
undue trouble. 

The systematic development of [riend!, 
relations between Israel and Britain and 
the promotion of Israel culture in 
Britain is the main concern of the Zionm 
Federation's Public Relations Commiticc 
The Commitiee, under the Chairmanship 
of Mr. Barnett Janner. M.P.. and the 
Vice<hairmansinp of Miss B. J. Bar- 
well, maintains constani contact with 
the press: initiates letters to the press 
on Ziontsi-Israch issues and answers 
hostile letters: maintains cormiact with 
those centres of informed opinion—ihe 
universitics and wih the creators of 
popular opinion—sound radio and tele- 
vision: keeps its Zionist circles in the 
provinces and London fully aw fais with 
the latest postition m Israel: organises 
annually (this Year SOO) film shows for 
non-Jewish and Jewish organisations 
both m Loadon and the provinces: pro- 
vides speakers for innumerable  tocal 
bodies such as Rotary Clubs, Women's 
Institutes, and political groups, and pro- 
vides speakers also for many week-end 
conferences on the Middle Easi arranged 
by various organisations, so that the case 
of Israel is adequately represented: the 
Commitice also has the task of counter- 
acting the propaganda of many of the 
Arab Embassies in London which is 
being circulated in the universitics. 

I have referred at length to these 
activities of the Zionist Federation in 
order to show that the developmen: of 
public opinion in Israci’s favour is a 
continuous and scientific process. No 
one cngaged in this work can afford ic 
be lethargic or rest on his laurels. 
Much is being done, much more can be 
done. THe Jewisu CHRONICLE is to be 
complimented for focusing atiention on 
this matter and for advancing a number 
of excellent stiggestions.

ISRAEL 


Overcrowded Classes 
Daager 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn Curonicis 


Sir.—Some considerable time 
clapsed between the writing of my 
article on “Israels Educational 
Crisis” and its publication im your 
June 7 issue. Meanwhile, there have 
been further developments in the field 
of Israel's secondary education which 
make it to rectify certain 
points raised in the article in onder 
io bring ut up-to-date. 

The findings of the Zelincr Commaice 
on secondary. education have beca pub- 
lished and in principle accepied by the 
Ministry of Education. 


The Committee’s recommendations are. 
inter alia : 


(1) The Ministry of Education and the 
local authorities throughout Israel are to 
bear 40 per cent of the cost of secondary 
education, the. remaining 60 per cent is 
io be shouldered by the parents af: the 
pupils. 

(2) Henceforth, the maximum fee to 
be charged at secondary schools is 16360 
per annum per pupil. 

(3) Only such grammar-school pupils 
whose intelligence and aptitude are found 
suitable for s.udies of an academic bias 
are to be helped out of public funds, 

The Ministry of Education has accepted 
ihese recommendations in ‘toto, though, 
as far as the coming school year iS COn- 
cerned (1957-58), only pupils of the first 
form of secondary schools (age group 
14 to TS) will pay reduced fees. 


As soon as these recommendations are 
fully implemented, the burden of financ- 
ing secondary education, wh'ch has so 
far been borne by the parca’s a'one. will 
be considerably lessened. At the same 
time, secondary education will 
become increasingly selective. 

it must, however, be pointed owt that: 


(1) The recommendations of the Zeltaer 
fall short of the original 
Government plan for secondary educa- 
tion, which seems to have envisaged free 
secondary for all. 

{2) According to the financial com- 
puiations of the Zeliner Committee the 
payment of the maximum rex of 1£360 
per pupil will make a class self-supporting 
only if K comprises at least 38 pupils, 
As headmasicrs may wish to raise the 
income of their schools above “ sub- 
sistence level” it may be assumed that 
they will accepi up to 40 and even more 
pupils per class. The advantage of 
increased selectivity may thus be offset 
by the disadvantages of overcrowded 
cl;

REMBRANDT AND SPINOZA 


Rembrandt and Spinoza. A Study 
of the Spiritual Conflicts in Seven- 
teenth-Century Holland.

The year 1656 saw both Spinoza’s 
excommunication and Rembrandt's 
bankruptey, and Mr. Valentiner 
regards this as no more than a curious 
coincidence. But what are we to make 
of this (the italics are mine): 


“In all these other ficlds we encbunter 
the same phenomenon—that the indi- 
viddal creators had io be fitted into the 
great epoch regardless of the span of 
their lives. Thus Spinoza, born in the 
same year as Vermeer, created his 
greatest works in his youth and had to 
die «young. Vermeer. was born on 
October 31, 1632, Spinoza only a month 
later, on November 24. He survived 
Vermecr only a little more than a year,

passing away at the age of forty-four on 
February 23, 1677, while Vermeer died 
on December 15, 1675. reaching an age 
of only forty-three.”

But I submit 
that there is, and can be, no evidence 
for it. It 6 a Statement of the type 
which can be denied as easily as if 
can be affirmed, and it is therefore 
(to speak gentiy) unhelpful. And it 
is throwing a serious responsibility 
on a theory to make jt cut short men’s 
lives, 


Rival Philosophies 


On this major point, therefore, Mr. 
Valentiner and | would seem to dis- 
agree ; and I should ask him, further, 
to consider whether the opposition 
between rationalism and intuition he 
so much relies on is a real one. Is it 
not rather the fact that it is just 
Spinoza who (after Pilato) gave the 
classical account of the passing of the 
one into the other? And I might go 
on to inquire whether Spinozas 
“rationalistic”™ ideas are indeed so 
foreign to the primacy of emotion 
signalled out by Mr. Valentiner as 
being the distinguishing characteristic 
of Rembrandt. He should recall that 
it was just the Romantics among the 
Germans who rediscovered and almost 
divinised Spinoza: and understand- 
ably, because it was Spinoza who 
insisted that the salvation of man lics 
not in obliterating emotion (which is 
impossible) but in finding its proper 
object. 

Again, it was Spinoza who said that 
the more we know individual things. 
the more we know God; and it was 
this saying of Spinoza which, together 
with the famous “ He who loves God 
should not strive that God should 
love him in return.” was venerated by 
Goethe. In ‘these two sayings we have 
surely the basis of the world-view 
which is attributed by Mr. Valentiner 
to Rembrandt and which would seem 
to be expressed in the combination of 
particularity and infinity whch charac-

LAND OF PROMISE 


The Last Temptation. By Josern 
Hammond and Hammond. 
6s.

Considered purely as fiction “ The 
Last Temptation” is excellent, can't- 
put-it-down reading. Debbie and 
Victor Marmorek, assimilated Jews 
from Vienna and Czechoslovakia. 
arrive off the shores of Mandated 
Palestine in a “heli-ship”™ at the 
height of the post-war “ illegal” immi- 
gration, The story of their integration 
into the Promised Land, of Victor's 
settling down in a British Government 
department and his relationships with 
his Jewish colleagues and British 
superiors, are excellently done. The 
appalling experiences of the couple 
during the Jerusalem siege carry the 
story to dramatic heights: although 
it 8 a pity that Mr. Viertel had to 
alter the background and detail of 
the famous Hagana Treason Court 
Martial, which jis a case when truth 


iS infinitely more convincing than 
fiction. 
But the trouble with “ documen+ 


tary” novels is that they are apt to 
be judged on two levels—as fiction 
and as history. For anyone familiar 
with Mandated Palestine and its 
evolution into the State of Israel, 
“ The Last Temptation ™ has irritating 
munor imaccuracies. 


The Immigrants 
This is a great pity, because 
characterisation and story are 


extremely good. Debbie's sheltered 
Viennese childhood and her hunted 
life in wartime Rome come through 
more convincingly, perhaps, than her 
years in Jerusalem, possibly because 
the minor characters—her father, her 
mother, the Kahan who befriends 
them in Rome—are more clear-cut 
than those later in the book. Debbie 
herself, pretty, silly, ineffectual and 
charming, is very real, and her 
growth into maturity under stress is 
very well done. Her son David is 
a little boy to remember, but Victor, 
seen entirely through his’ wifes 
adoring eyes, is less alive. 

Mr. Viertel’s Palestine, and later 
Israel, are essentially those of the 
post-1933 immigrant from Central 
Europe. Sabras, “old  Yishuv,” 
British, and Arabs are misty back- 
ground, somehow -.equally faintly 
hostile in all cases; no doubt, to the 
character of the book, that is how 
the rest of the country would have 
appeared. “The Last Temptation” 
is a very readable novel about a few 
individuals and the problems = set 


them by life in the Jewish National 
Home: within its limited canvas it 


is excellent. Those who are still 
waiting for an Israch epic on the 
scale of Tolstoy or Ehrenburg or 
Dickens can only go on hoping; i!

diate needs and future potentiality 
than can be discerned, even by the 
Iriendhest eye, in current British 
policy.

As the 
present writer noticed in the course 
of his visits to Israel, it is far easier 
lor an Englishman to understand the 
Structure and working of the State 
of Israel than it ‘is for any other 
foreigner. 


Two Traditions 


No one is better qualified to write 
an essay of this kind than Mr. Edwin 
Samuel. As Mr. Elath rightly says. 
he personifies all that is best in the 
gifts which England has given to 
Israel: loyalty to the land of his birth, 
and full understanding of, and devo- 
tion to. the ideals of the Jewish 
National home. He brings:to his task 
an intimate appreciation of the value 
of what is best in both national tradi- 
ons, and a keen perception of the 
help which British practice can supply 
to Israel in fulfilling the practical, 
concrete tasks of good government. It 
is heartening to think that the tradi- 
tion of service which Mr. Ewin 


Samuel shares with his distinguished 
father, Lord Samuel, has been handed 
on to the third generation. Mr. Edwin 
Samuel's son is now working in the 
Weizmann Institute of Science. 


This @esay is essential reading for 
everyone who wishes to understand, 
and to stréenethen. the tie which links 
Britain and Israc!. not only in a shared 
interest in the peaceful progress of the 
Middle East. but in an outlook upon 
wore @fairs which has so many 
fundamental elements in common, 
Mr. Samuc! traces the British influence 
both im the law, the Parliamentary 
system, and the administrative struc- 
ture of Isracl, and also in the growth 
of toleration, of a broadér outlook, of 
a maturity of poltical thinking. What 
he writes is always wise and not 
inffegiiently witty: he carries his 
learmimg lightly. and even the least 
instructed of his readers can follow 
him Without cffort. There is much 
in these pages which, in the present 
writer S experience, is not to be found 
in anv other book on Isracl certainly 
not in one of such compactness, So 
valuable 1s it to the student as well 
as to the ordifary citizen. both 
British and Israeli, that jt well deserves 
an index, although it is only. fifty 
pages long.

TOSCANINI MEMORIAL 
CONCERT 


The Toscanini. Memorial Concert, 
organised by the Toscanini Forest Com- 
mitiec, at the PeStival Hall last Sunday. 
must be reckoned an overwhelming 
Success in every respect, but not least 
in the quality the music played by the 
Hallé Orchesira, with Sir John Barbirolli 
conducting.

YOUTH AND ITS CLUBS 


By GREVILLE JANNER* 


HEN a member of our 
Anglo-Jewish community 
gets the itch to criticise, 
as like as not he will fasten his 
attentions upon the youth and its 
clubs—particularly on the clubs. 
They admit non-Jews or they do 
not admit any or enough of them ; 
this club is bereft of “ Yiddishkeit ~ 

or Zionism, or that. club its too 
Zionist; that groups sings too many 
Hebrew songs; they lack leader- 
ship, or are led in the wrong direc- 
tion; they cater for the wrong 
youngsters—and so on, ad nauseam. 
But the critics forget two major 
factors—that each club is indt- 
vidual, the direct reflection of its 
leaders, and its leaders of the com- 
munity, and that those leaders give 
of their best, while most of the 
critics remain at home, moan and 
wail, and write caustic letters to 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 

The truth is that the proper place 
to criticise the clubs is from the inside. 
And this applies not merely to young 
people but to their elders. 

The young people most concerned 
are those who have found a niche 
neither in the clubs nor elsewhere. 
There are the Zionists who intend to 
remain in England and find no place 
in the chalutzic youth movements and 
are not attracted by fund-raising. 
shop-talking, “politicking,” or purely 
social organisations—-ex-members 
perhaps of Habonim or Bachad. 
There are young men and women of 
a strong religious inclination. who 
should be prepared to spread their 
knowledge and enthusiasm. There are 
others of no Special bent, but with 
a sneaking feeling that they ought to 


| be contributing somehow to someone 


in an active way. In the clubs there 
is interest for all of them, opportunity 
to sérve and to create and to learn 
and to enjoy themselves at the same 
lume, 


A.L.Y.’s Quest 


All this is elementary, you may Say. 
But vou would be startled at the num- 
ber of young Jews who have: never 


seriously considered it. The A.J.Y.. 


which tries to seek them out, finds 
such people time after time, and one 
only wishes that there were enough 
older folk with the interest to prod 
them into activity, for then our leader- 
ship. problems would be well-nigh 
solved. 

Yet while youngsters are best led 
by young adults, so each generation is 
most likely to pay heed to that just 
ahead of it, and here one turns to 
the elders of the community to see 
what they do to encourage and prod. 
to guide, to instruct, to praise, and 
sometimes to watch in silence but with 
interest and understanding and not 
exasperation or indifference. To me 
the most striking example of their 
failure in these respects is provided 
by the scheme for the Jewish youth

Put in a few words, the problem |; 
the almost total lack of effective and 
stable clubs in parts Of North-Wes: 
London, where a vast population of 
Jewish youngsters is gradually drif;- 
ing away from the community. Afic; 
trying every other practicable 
expedient (or watching such expedien:, 
tried and failing) the A.J.Y. came to 
the conclusion that the only long-term 
answer would: be a large communi, 
centre for our boys and girls of those 
districts. Kt would have to be we!! 
equipped and extensive. draw on ov: 
experience of ordinary clubs, but be 
completely open to experimen. 
providing services and facilities fo, 
other yvouth bodies, but function as 
an entity. 

On canvassing this idea among 
representative leaders of synagogal and 
religious educational organisations, 
found many reactions unhelpful, to 
say the least. It was pointed out tha: 
we might create a ghetto—that such 
an experiment was too risky, as the 
centre would not be used or apprec: 
ated by our better-off youngsters 
that because such centres flourish in 
the United States is no argument. 
because America is different. Few 
were the words of encouragement o: 
of praise, many the veiled warnings 
from interests well vested. We should 
go back and try again the methods we 
knew would fail. Alternatively. the 
older generation had failed to sol\: 
the problem, so let's all pretend tha: 
no problem exists. 


Lack of Visio 


It is this sort of utter lack of visio: 
that makes club workefs see a violent 
shade of scarlet. One expects an 
instinctive reaction of distrust for the 
enthusiastic ideas of youth, but when 
new ideas put forward by some of the 
most experienced and dedicated people 
of their field are also dismissed ou! 
of hand, where, then, aré we going 

We are, of course, going nowher: 
new-——which is why communities con 
tinue to spend fortunes on new + fe Ae 
gogues. complete with halls and class. 
rooms, make fo provision far 
social requiroments of their youngsters 
and then are surprised when our chi! 
dren go elsewhere and outside the 
community for their recreation. And 
if there are facilities for a club. | 
to one the adults have priority in they 
use. There iS a wedding reception on 
Sunday afternoon (well paid for, o! 
course) and also a club. drama 
rehearsal (unpaid ?).. Well, that is 
just too bad for the children. isn't it ’ 
Add to this the apathy of the elders 
towards the club or sometimes the 
undue and unwarranted interference 
from the outside, and you should cease 
to marvel at the rarity of the success- 
ful synagogue youth club. 

What is wanted in our communi) 
from all its adult members, younge: 
or older, is active participation in the 
affairs of the clubs—inferference. 
you like, from the inside. Such p:r- 
ticipation means much werk, littic 
“ yechus.” and certainly no financi.! 
benefit, but it is infinitely rewarding 
to anyone who gives of himself with- 
out stint. and it is essential to the 
survival of Anglo-Jewry as a vita! 
community,

YOUTH AND ITS CLUBS 


By GREVILLE JANNER* 


HEN a member of our 

Anglo-Jewish community 

gets the itch to criticise, 
as like as not he will fasten his 
attentions upon the youth and its 
clubs—particularly on the clubs. 
They admit non-Jews or they do 
not admit any or enough of them ; 3 
this club is bereft of “ Yiddishkeit ~ 
or Zionism, or that club is too 
Zionist; that groups sings too many 
Hebrew songs: they lack leader- 
ship, or are led in the wrong direc- 
tion; they cater for the wrong 
youngsters—and so on, ad nauseam. 
But the critics forget two major 
factors—that each club is indi- 
vidual, the direct reflection of its 
leaders, and its leaders of the com- 
munity, and that those leaders give 
of their best, while most of the 
critics remain at home, moan and 
wail, and write caustic letters to 
THe JewtsH CHRONICLE. 

The truth is that the proper place 
to criticise the clubs is from the inside. 
And this applies not merely to young 
people but to their elders. 

The young people most concerned 
are those who have found a niche 
neither in the clubs nor elsewhere. 
There are the Zionists who intend to 
remain in England and find no place 
in the chalutzic youth movements and 
are not attracted by fund-raising. 
shop-talking. “ politicking,” or purely 
social organisations—ex-members 
perhaps of Habonim or Bachad. 
There are young men and women of 
a strong religious inclination, who 
should be prepared to spread their 
knowledge and enthusiasm. There are 
others of no special bent, but with 
a sneaking feeling that they ought to 
be contributing somehow to someone 
in an active way. In the clubs there 
is interest for all of them, opportunity 
to sérve and to create and to learn 
and to enjoy themselves at the same 


AJS.Y.’s Quest 


All this is elementary, you may Say. 
But you would be startled at the num- 
ber of young Jews who have never 
seriously considered it.. The A.J.Y.., 
which tries to seek them out, finds 
such people time after time, and one 
only wishes that there were enough 
older folk with the interest to prod 
them into activity, for then our leader- 
ship. problems. would be well-nigh 
solved. 

Yet while youngsters are best led 
by young adults, so each generation is 
most likely to pay heed to that just 
ahead of it, and here one turns to 
the elders of the community to see 
what they-do to encourage and prod. 
to guide, to instruct, to praise, and 
sometimes to watch in silence but with 
interest and understanding and not 
exasperation or indifference. To me 
the most striking example of their 
failure in these respects is provided 
by: the scheme for the Jewish youth

of North-West London, on which the 
AJ.Y, has been working for some 
time. 

Put in a few words, the problem |; 
the almost total lack of effective anu 
stable clubs in parts Of North-Wes« 
London, where a vast population o| 
Jewish youngsters is gradually drif;. 
ing away from the community. Afte; 
trying every other practicable 
expedient (or watching such eXpedients 
tried and failing) the AJ.Y. came to 
the conclusion that the only long-term 
answer would be a large communi: 
centre for our boys and girls of those 
districts. it would have to be wel! 
equipped and extensive. draw on ov: 
experience of ordinary clubs, but be 
completely open to experiment. 
providing services and facilities fo; 
other youth bodies, but function 
an entity. 

On canvassing this idea amono 
representative leaders of s\nagogal and 
religious educational organisations 
found many reactions. unhelpful, to 
say the least. It was pointed out tha: 
we might create a ghetto—that such 
an experiment was too risky, as the 
centre would not be used or apprec: 
ated by our better-off youngsters 
that because such centres flourish 
the United States is no argument: 
because America jis different. Few 
were the words of encouragement o 
of praise, many the veiled warnings 
from interests well vested. We should 
go back and try again the methods w. 
knew would fail. Alternatively. ¢ 
older generation had failed to so 
the problem, so let's all pretend 
no problem exists. 


Lack of Vision 


It is this sort of utter lack of 
that makes club workers see a vio 
shade of scarlet. One expects 
instinctive reaction of distrust tor the 
emthusiastic ideas of youth, but when 
new ideas put forward by some of th: 
most experienced and dedicated people 
of their field are also dismissed 
of hand, where, then, are we going 

We are, of course, going nowher 
new-——which ts why communities con- 
tinue to spend fortunes on new syna- 
gogues. complete with halls and < 
rooms, make no provision for 
social requirements of their youngsters 
and then are surprised when our ch! 
dren £0 elsewhere and outside the 
community for their recreation. And 
if there are facilities for a club. ten 
to one the adults have priority in their 
use. There is a wedding reception on 
Sunday afternoon (well paid for, o/ 
course) and also club drama 
rehearsal. (unpaid ?)... Well, thai 
just too bad for the children. isn't it ’ 
Add to this the apathy of the elders 
towards the club or sometimes 
undue and unwarranted interfer 
from the outside, and you should ceas 
to marvel at the rarity of the success 
ful synagogue youth club. 

What is wanted in. our commun: 
from all its adult members, younge 
or older, ts active participation in th< 
affairs of the clubs—interference. i! 
you like, from the inside. Such pir 
ticipation means much work 

*yichus,” and certainly no financi! 
benefit, but it ss imfinttely rewarding 
to anvone who gives of himself with- 
out stint. and it iS. essential to the 
survival of Anglo-Jewry as a vila! 
community,

THE FIG TREE 


In Bible times the fig was one of 
the principal fruit-bearing trees of 
Eretz Yisrael, and its prevalence was 
considered a great biessing [or the 
country. The spies sent by Moses to 
the Land of Canaan brought back 
some figs as samples of the best fruit 
of the country. . Because it was dis- 
tinguished for its sweet and appetising 
fruit, a famous Biblical parable des- 
cribes the fig tree as fit to be king of 
the trees. Perhaps the greatest honour 
paid to the fig is the fact that it 
became a symbol of peace and pros- 
perity, when “ every man dwelt safely 
under his vine and under his fig tree.” 

In modern Israel, the fig is once 
again being widely cultivated, and 
last year some 2,000 tons of figs were 
marketed.. At the recent Festival of 
Shavuot. (which is also called the 
Festival of First Fruits or Chag 
Ha-Bikkurim), children went in. pro- 
cession with baskets of figs and other 
fruits which they offered to help the

was at fault but the character in his 
book: that the nasty anti-Jewish 
material was — another scrap of 
material used by Faulkner to reveal 
the poison in his protagonist's mind. 
Surely, that was the only purpose of 
speech in book, Nowhere 
is Fy a Jewish nature 
in the The book 
was therefore given a clean bill of 
heath. And in none of Faulkner's 
published works—and he has written 
a great deal—can the reader find 
anything resembling anti-Jewish work. 
Yet there is an ironic conclusion to 
this story. I am acquainted with one 
America’s finest veteran editors 
who has known Faulkner since the 
beginning of that writer's brilliant 
literary career. And this friend, who 
is careful about his judgments, says 
that Faulkner, while he never discusses 
Jews in his books, does not like them, 
has railed agaist them in the privacy 
of a dining-room—and to my frend. 


whose name is not “* Jewish ~ and does 
not “look” Jewish. 
One of the most extraordinary 


examples of antisemitism and philo- 
semitism is the case of Thomas Wolfe. 
Some years ago | cxamuned all the 
writings of this man, one of the most 
prolific and brilliant novelists ever 
produced in the United States. And 
when | had completed my researches 
and had written a 7,000-word essay 
on Wolfe and the Jews I could not, 
in my own mind, decide whether he 
liked or disliked Jews. The logical 
conclusion. | suppose, is that he hated 
and loved them at one and the same 
time. in “ Look Homeward. Angel” 
and “Ot Time and the River™ and 
his two posthumous novels, “ The 
Web and the Rock ” and “ You Can't 
Go Home Again,” Wolfe writes of 
Jews in such extremes that one can 
make a compilation of excerpts 
showing Wolfe to be a violent anti- 
semite, and, on the other hand. make 
a selection showing that he loved 
Jews above all other human beings 
The truth must lie between the two 
extremes. He extravagantly admired 
many . Jewish traits, or what he 


considered to be Jewish traits. 
And he feared the Jew as the eternal 
man. for he was obsessed with death 
and was suspicious of any people or 
group of people who, to him, repre- 


sented immortakty.

With the advent of the Second 
World War, a spate of novels was 
published in which Jewish soldiers 
continually featured. As the post-war 
novelists were liberal-minded men and 
women. the Jews they included in 
their books were decem folk, and 
American tolerance and liberalism 
were gauged by the manner in which 
the Jews in their books were treated. 
Thus, John Horne Burns, in “The 
Gallery” (a war novel, now some- 
what forgotten because Burns died 
tragically soon after the publica- 
tion of his book) drew a remarkably 
thoughtful Jew, and one understood 
that those who disliked his Jew were 
not worth having as friends. James 
Jones, in “ From Here to Eternity o 
Irwin Shaw in “ The Young Lions,” 
and Norman Mailer in “The Naked 
and the Dead” (the two last named 
authors Jews PP but writing 
mostly as strangers to Judaism and, 
consequently, as outsiders) have all 
given us Jewish soldiers who are 
maligned by their fellow soldiers, and 
who emerge, in the main, as more 
admirable than their tormentors. This 
is not entirely true of Jones, but it is 
of neerly all the other war novels. 

It is soaretimes embarrassing to see 


how some Jewish characters are 
drawn with so much admiration on 
the part of the writer that they are 
as incredible as some of the nasty 
Jews in literature, I feel that the non. 
Jewish writer, and the Jewish write, 
unacquainted with his own people. 
can both offer only a hint as to wha 
the Jew is really like. Their own 
ideas of Jews are more interesting ang 
revealing than the Jews they try io 
capture in prim. As the collector (in 
various anthologies) of scores of 
stories by Jews, | feel that only the 
Jew can portray his fellow Jew. The 
non-Jew can only grope or hint or 
offer a reflection of a Jew that ix 
distorted by his own background, 
which is by no means the ideal onc 
to know the Jew. Nevertheless. 
readers all over the United States, ang 
the rest of the world as well, obtain 
their own views of Jews on the basis 
of what they read. The cowardly 
Jew im Hemingway's novel: the 
neurotic Jew in Jones's war book - : the 
ugly, friendly, brilliant Jew in Wolfe's 
first novel—these are the Jews who 
come to life to Americans who mee 
their Jews on the printed page and 
nowhere else. 

There is nothing we can do abou! 
these creations once they are placed 
on paper and made available (o 
readers. We can only wish that the 
writers of the futare should mee 
authentic Jews, learn to admire them 
and commit them artistically to paper. 
so that there omerges the kind of jew 
who will evoke admiration. no 
hatred.

Dispute in Hadera

JERUSALEM 

I have been making inquiries here 
regarding a statement in a London 
Agudist paper that “the Israeli press, 
but not that in Great Britain, recently 
reported that in the middle of the 
night the ‘heroic builders’ of Israel, 
Mapai and Mapam, razed to the 
ground the yeshiva building which 
had been commenced ™ in Gedera, I 
have discovered that this is a case 
of a yeshiva that never was.

A month ago the building contractors 
sem a very small consienment of build- 
ing material——-mosily gravel——to the site. 
and a start was made with the laying of 
the foundations of the building: One 


night. however, some unknown persons 
removed the sticks marking the plot 
and scattered the building material. The 


Municipal Council thereupon appoimicd 
a commission—which meluded repre- 
sematives of Hapoel Hamizrachi and 
Poale Aguda—to explore the possibilities 
of finding. with the consent of the 
veshiva, another site in the town, The 
Couneil promised to give a erant if the 
acquisition of a new site mvolved 
additional expenduure. The search for 
the site is now going on. Should a site 
eceeptable to the veshiva not be found 
the veshiva authorities would msist that 
the Council should allow the erection of 
the building on the disputed site.
